In reversing a case in the Boyd Cir¬

There arre but two days of the cam¬ 
paign remaining, and while this state¬ 
ment ha* been under consideration for 
at leasfi a week It Is not given out until 
practically the hist day of the cam¬ 
paign, In tihe hope that nothing can be 
offered to break its force. 

The President’* statement is typically 
Rooseveltlan. It wu® carefully reviewed 
by Senator Knox, and while the num¬ 
ber of strenuous “falsehoods” which ap¬ 
pear did not appeal strongly to the 
Pennsylvania Senator he at the same 
time agreed with the President that 
t)he case wa® a desperate one and re¬ 
quired a desperate remedy.

Being Sustained By the Japanese In 
Port Arthur Siege. 

The Foo, Nov. 4. 9:30 p. m.—Chinese 
who left Port Dalny yesterday evening 
report that batches of wounded were 
passing through Dalny. They report 
also that during the recent battle fresh 
Japanese troops were constantly going 
to the front. 

It Is reported that the Japanese killed 
oj: wounded in front of Port Arthur 
during the past three months approx¬ 
imate 40,000. 

There aie persistent rumor® that the 
Japanese have occupied the forts of 
Rlhlung Mountain and certain fort* of 
the Ketcwan Mountain group, but well- 
informed Japanese here consider these 
rumors as premature. These Japanese, 
however, are confident that the end of 
the Russian occupation of Port Arthur 
l® fast approaching. They admit that 
they have been disappointed heretofore, 
but say that their previous hopes never 
had such a fact-based foundation as 
those they at present entertain. 

The fact that Gen. Nogl, commander 
of the Third Japanese army before Port 
Arthur, has allowed the Associated 
Pres* dispatches to leave the front of 
the base of hi* operation* is looked 
upon as strongly Indicating the confi¬ 
dent spirit of the besiegers.

THEY COULDNT HOLD HIM.

GREAT RECORD 


BRISK ARTILLERY FIRE 

Between the Opposing Armies To the 
East of Makden. 

Mukden. Nov. 4.—There was a brisk 
exchange of artillery fire here yesterday 
extending from the village of Llnchln- 
toun eastward on both sides of the rail¬ 
road, but the firing ceased at noon. 

The Japanese are continuing their 
concentration opposite the Russian cen¬ 
ter. The Japanese j-osltions along their 
whole line are strongly fortified and 
they are now Intrenching along the 
Hun river to the westward. 

On Monday, on the Russian extreme 
right, a squadron of Don Cossacks 
charged a battery of Japanese artil¬ 
lery near Llaeantoun. The CossacK* 
went forward at a gallop through a 
field of uncut millet against the fire of 
the battery and bad almost reached the 
guns wrhen a couple of companies of 
Japanese Infantry rose up and poured 
In several volleys, compelling the cav¬ 
alrymen to ride out of the field at an 
even faster pace than they went In It. 
The Cossacks lost about twenty-five 
men.

If they existed at all 
they were Infant Industries, too few and 
too young to l>4 mentioned in the platfoim 
of either of the great political parties, and 
too newly bom to be the companions of 
auefc other Infant Industries a*, though 
still unweaned, had actually grown gray 
at the breasts of sinfully indulgent tariff 
protection. 

The multiplication of this new race of 
infant industries soon grew to he won¬ 
derfully In excess of nil other birth rate 
records. In lfcSS they hud attracted atten¬ 
tion enough to be denounced in both 
party platforms. The precocity of tho*e 
Infant prodigies ran far ahead of the mo*: 
exaggerated Imagination of parental 
pride Before they were a day old they 
recognized In the policy of high protec¬ 
tion the way to growth and strength and 
wealth. -Though It is sometimes now said 
that the tariff has nothing to do with 
trusts. Mr Havemeyer, the most compe¬ 
tent of all men to give expert testimony 
on the subject, has declnred: 'The tariff 
Is the mother of trusts;’* and the trusts 
themselves were precocious enough to 
know this at. the beginning of their In¬ 
fantile existence.

The Wall of Protection. 

They knew that tariff protection builds 
a high wall around American Industries 
which guards them against competition 
or disturbance from abroad, and they 
know :hat nothing prevents the raising 
of prices to the full height of this wall 
except coni|«>iltlon among these Indus¬ 
tries themselves, resulting In the under¬ 
selling of each other at home find within 
the. fortified urea of their nitrations, 
lhey know that this barrier standing bu- 
tween our consumers and the exaction of 
1 rices as high as the wail of tariff m- 
tcct.on must be removed, and the margin 
between prices as modified by home com¬ 
petition and the prices attainable without 
feuch competition, be under the control of 
these Industries, if thoy were to enjoy 
to the fullest extent the fruits of Gov¬ 
ernment favoritism. They knew that 
homo competition could be eliminated by 
such agrtt rnentn among the .ndustries In 
tercsted us would regulate prices and 
production and concentrate management; 
but. above all things, they knew that all 
devices would entirely fall to accomplish 
ti e result desired If any breach In the 
xv ill of protection against foreign Inter¬ 
im rmce was permitted; and they knew 
that the higher this wall was raised the 
g. eater would be the scope for their ex¬ 
tort onate machinations 
Nor Is It alone In filial direct and palpa 
ble way that high protection is an essen¬ 
tia) factor In industrial comb.nation. 
r ] host* who manage these affairs take 
Ji.to account and consider as an usset 
of their undertaking the increased profits 
which must result when tariff protection 
1* coupled with the suppression of home 
competition; and. counting this as money 
in hand, they are enabled to confidently 
■venture upon the purchase of Similar 
independent enterprises at high valuations 
paid In watered stocks, or to force their 
co-operation by threats of ruinous attack. 

Schemes of this sort, secured against 
foreign Interference by a protective tar 


trusts and combinations, the vicious 
progeny of extreme tariff protc tion, open¬ 
ly or stealthily search the pockets of our 
people. Again I u.se my words of twenty 
years ago: ‘The right of the Government 
to exact tribute from the . itlzen U lim¬ 
ited by Us exact necessities and every 
cent taken from the people beyond that 
required for their protection by the Gov¬ 
ernment is no better than robbery " 

As I repeat those words the question la 
in my mind whether thn startling changes 
we contemplate wJll add force and cm- 
phasU to this sentiment which In 1884 was 
indorsed by our countrymen, or whether 
with these changes another of deeper and 
sadder significance has taken place In our 
people’s modes of thought and their con¬ 
ceptions of American sturdiness of clt- 
izensh’p Has the steady growth of pub¬ 
lic extravagance been so artfully con¬ 
cealed by glorification of their country's 
progress that they no longer consider pub¬ 
lic frugality as a fundamental clement In 
governmental duty which they cannot re¬ 
mit either with wafety to our ‘nstltutlon* 
or Justice to their own best Interests?

Unfound Prosperity. 




Have our people been so misled by the 
glamour of unsound prosperity* and *»> 
deceived by the pretense that ariyexorhb 
tnat protective tariff In some mysterious 
way assures their happiness and easy ex¬ 
istence, that they are w-Jlinig to accept 
a blind faith in a prosperity which the 
masses of our countrymen neither see nor 
feel, us against the tangible evidence sup¬ 
plied by Increased cost of every neces¬ 
sary of life, enforced self-denial In every 
home, and everywhere curtailed opportu¬ 
nity for remunerative employment? 

Has the pressure of the trust* and mo. 
xiopollcs become so familiar, and have 
their pretenses .to benevolent purposes so 
deluded our people that they are willing 
abjectly to surrender their claim to equal¬ 
ity before the law. and to support a pol¬ 
icy which to their undoing makes these 
aggregations of riches and power more 
rich and more powerful? Have the plain 
people of our land — independent, proud 
Americans—#o degenerated that they do 
not resent the humiliating suggestion that 
those made rich through unjtist favoritism 
will core for them; and are they content 
to rely on the tender mercies of such In¬ 
termediaries ns these, instead of the di¬ 
rect consideration due them from their 
Government? 

Have our people reached such a state 
of listless Indifference that they see noth¬ 
ing wrong In a scheme of tariff protec¬ 
tion which supplies to foreign consumers 
articles of necessary use which are the 
work of American hands and American 
Ingenuity at n cheaper rate than they 
can bo purchased by American citizens? 
Are they willing for the sake of continu¬ 
ing this dlsrrim.nation against themselves 
to perpetuate the policy which burdens 
them with protective tariff taxation? 

I will not believe that my countrymen 
are either willfully reckless of their no¬ 
tion’s safety or heedless of their duty of 
citizenship or Insensible to their rights 
and interests; but whether they will hear 
or whether they forbc*.u\ I cannot 

refrain from urging upon them the espe¬ 
cial necessity at this time of sober, con¬ 
scientious reflection, and exhorting them 
to a dutiful review of the Intent at our 
nation's establ ehment. the character of 
Its misieon and its present plight, if this 
Is honestly undertaken, and if the exig¬ 
encies of the hour are dearly seen and 
patriotically met. I shall not fear for the 
result.

Growth of Trusts. 


The McKinley tariff law. w r h!ch some¬ 
what Increased the average rate of Im¬ 
port duties over those of 1884, wus passed 
on the 1st dny of October. 1890. The 
trusts and combinations formed prior to 
the latter date were not numerous. 1 
hn\> seen a list of leading c/frparate In¬ 
dustrial combinations numbering S3, of 
which I could count only thirteen exist¬ 
ing at the time this law became opera¬ 
tive. Under the stimulus of Increased 
protection afforded by the McKinley tar¬ 
iff they began to multiply. The state¬ 
ment has been made that under this tar¬ 
iff or rather prior to the passage of the 
Dlnglcy law in 1857. only eighty of these 
trusts and combinations had been formed. 
It must be noted, however, that during 
about three years Immediately before that 
date the Wilson tariff law was In force. 
This was a Democratic measure which 
repealed the McKlnfey enactment and 
lowered duties. While the Wilson law- 
prevailed, the creation of trusts nr.d com¬ 
binations almost entirely ceased, as was 
until rally to he expected, in view of the 
fact that the atmosphere of Democratic 
tariff legislation and the policy of the 
Democratic pa-ty are unfavorable to the 
growth and development of these particu¬ 
lar Infant Industries. 

The Dlnglcy tariff law of 1897 raised the 
average of import duties to something 
over 50 per cent, and made the high water 
mark In our country’s tariff legislation. 
Its fond parents have placed upon the 
family record contained In their Bible en¬ 
titled: “Republican Campaign Text Book, 
1904.” the following mention of the eniM's 
birth and its lovely traits:

vico or a hue* of its functions be acces¬ 
sory to the creation of vast combinations 
of industrial and business enterprises 
whose Inevitable tendencies are to wrong¬ 
fully control the cost of our people’s liv¬ 
ing and strangle independent and Indi¬ 
vidual business effort. 

Equity before the law and equal oppor¬ 
tunity for nil define the cardinal Demo¬ 
cratic doctrine. Under this flag wo fight 
the battle of the people. We seek to In¬ 
vest them again with the equality which 
is their right by virtue of American citi¬ 
zenship. and to restore to them the equal 
oppnrtunity which Is the right of Amer¬ 
ican manhood

INGREDIENTS OF THE LATTER. 


Washington, Nov. 4.—[Special.]—One 
hundred bottles of whisky, supposed 
to be absolutely ptralght. have been 
received by the Bureau of Chemistry 
of the Department of Agriculture from 
bonded warehouses as samples with 
which to begin experiments to deter¬ 
mine the vaxlous qualities of intoxi¬ 
cants imbibed by American citizens. 

The bureau will receive about fifty 
more, and then the work at collecting 
samples of commercial whisky, such as 
are sold at bars, will be commenced. 
The qualities of whisky on the market 
are to be Investigated thoroughly, a 
standard fixed and a report to Congress 
made on which It Is expected a new 
law' will be based. 

Judging from the results of Investiga¬ 
tions already made, the officers of the 
Bureau of Chemistry announce that 
nearly 86 per cent, of the whisky now 
on the market Is a compound liquor 
made of various things that are not 
found In straight whisky. 

Nearly all of this Is marked "rye” or 
’’bourbon." when it might Just as well 
be CAlled liniment or a patent medicine. 
The Bureau of Chemistry, which Is con¬ 
ducting the investigation. Is of the opin¬ 
ion that all of this stuff should be la¬ 
beled Just what it Is. so that when a 
man takes a glass he will know wheth¬ 
er he Is Imbibing certain kinds of ether, 
prune juice, creosote or such Ingredi¬ 
ents generally, or*Just plain fusel oil 
and the other things tbat are naturally 
part of the liquor.

Stands On His Record. 


Change Made Necessary By Unsani¬ 
tary Condition of Jail At 
Shepherdsville. 


It baa boen discovered by the experts 
that the rectifiers are In a majority of 
cases using the following to make 
’’compound" whisky: 

First—Pure alcohol, neutral spirits, 
cologne spirits, velvet spirits. 

Second—Caramel and various kinds of 
burned wood, anallne coloring matter 
and essential oils. 

Third—Certain ethers manufactured 
by chemistF. 

Fourth—Artificial nglng fcnd beading 
oils and chemical flavoring matter by 
which the "rye" and ’’bourbon" and 
“Scotch” tastes are Imparted to liquors. 

Fifth—Prune Juice, cheap sherry and 
madeira. 

Pennsylvania State chemists have 
discovered that the cheap whiskies In 
the Keystone State have been made of 
the cheapest kind of alcohol, coloring 
rrtatter and capsicum and other pep¬ 
pers to give It the desired ’’snap." 

Dr. Wiley and his assistants, how¬ 
ever. do not assert that the compound 
whisky Is any more Injurious than 
straight whisky. They recognize a big 
difference between purity and whole¬ 
someness. Some of the straight whisky 
may be perfectly pure, but yet not 
wholesome, because o< defects in aging 
or distilling. 

• • • 

Wants Proper Labeling. 

There Is noVampalgn being made 
against compound whisky, but Dr. 
Wiley thinks it should be labeled Just 
what it is. 

The packers and manufacturers of 
various foodstuffs are compelled to 
print on the labels of their goods Just 
what the compound contains and he 
*?tees no reason why there should be any 
exception made in the case of recti¬ 
fiers. 

By spring, however. Dr Wiley hopes 
to have a standard set for both com¬ 
pound and straight whiskies according 
to whdeh the makers must pat out their 
products. 

Dr. Wiley Is receiving scores of let¬ 
ters from the rectifiers, finding fault 
with his investigations, ami tn some 
cases making threats. He Is also re¬ 
ceiving hundreds of letters from cltl 
zens all over the country, asking for 
the addresses of firms from which they 
can obtain pure rye or bourbon.

ON A FLYING TOUR. 

Chairman Taggart Visits Twenty 
Counties In One Day. 

Indianapolis, lnd., Nov. 4.—[Special.] 
—One of the most expeditious cam¬ 
paigns ever undertaken and accom¬ 
plished in Indiana w'as made by Na 
tlonol Chairman Taggart to-day. wdien 
he visited some twenty counties, con¬ 
ferred with the local Campaign Com¬ 
mittee In each, and wound up at French 
Lick to-night, within thirty hours after 
having left his private rooms in the 
Grand Hotel, In this city. The trip was 
arranged esiiy in the week, and w r as 
designed to take in all the close legis¬ 
lative districts In Southern Indiana, 
and some of the more pronounced ones 
that lay between those which It Is most 
desired to reach. It was arranged that 
the chairman of each County Commit 
tee should have his committeemen at a 
certain place by a certain hour, and 
Taggart promised to be there on time, 
Arrangements were made to take him 
from railroad station to railroad sta 
tlon in cases where trains did not run 
to suit his programme, by private con¬ 
veyance. and there were several cross¬ 
country trips of this kind during the 
day, but none of them covered a dis¬ 
tance of more than five miles. 

Mr. Taggart is expected to return 
here to-morrow and to start for New' 
York later In the day, but It is said at 
the party headquarters that he may not 
go to New York till after the election.

These negotiation* will be con¬ 
ducted by Ambassador Sternburg on 
the part of Germany and Secretary 
Hay on the part of the United Slates.

It 
hold* that members of the Fiscal Court 
cannot s**rve a« road supervisors, and 
cannot vote money to themselves for 
such work; that It has no authority to 
appoint more than one -supervisor for 
the county; that it hoi no authority to 
allow Its members any other oom- 
pensut.on than tlhar fixed by law, and 
that where the County Attorney re¬ 
fuses for any reason to prosecute an 
appeal to the Circuit Court or the Court 
of Appeals the County Judgv of the 
county Is aulhorlzed to proMcute it. 
The opinion of the court wus/cleltvered 
by Judge Hobson. 

The question* ivere presented to the 
court through th» making of en order 
by the Fiscal Court of Boyd county ap¬ 
propriating to four Magistrates the sum 
of $1,400. ’to be spent “according to the 
directions of each 'Magistrate." and of 
another order allowing these Magte- 
tnte* the rum of 53 per day each for 
I “*upervising and directing" the work 
In their respective district* in con¬ 
structing and maintaining county 
roads. The County Judge opposed the 
appropriation of the money, and Insti¬ 
tuted suit to restrain the court from 
so tiding the money. The court here 
:s/iyf? that so much of th*- orJer appro¬ 
priating $1,400 f* unobjectionable, but 
In so far us the orders direct that the 
money shall be spent according to tlie 
directions of each Magistrate they are 
void.

Prescott. Arlz., Nov. 4.—Attorney 
General Wells, of Arizona, has receiv¬ 
ed Vi private letter from Phoenix stat¬ 
ing that Gov. Brodle has quietly left 
there for Clifton and Morencl. under 
order* from President Roosevelt, to 
gather up the forty orphans recently 
taken away from the Sister* of Mercy 
and to prepare at once to return them 
to New York. Since the sisters were 
forced, a few toeeks ago, to give up 
the children to Clifton and Morencl 
white people, they have taken the mat¬ 
ter before the President. They allege 
that a majority of the forty orphans 
are now in the custody of disreputable 
persons. 

The orphans were brought from New 
York to be placed with Mexican fam¬ 
ilies. They were taken by force from 
the Mexicans by whites, the latter 
threatening to lynch an agent of the 
sister*. The Governor Is said to fear 
trouble when he tries to take the 
children, and has Instructed Capt. 
Kynning, of the Arizona Rangers, at 
Douglss. to be ready to quell any pos¬ 
sible disturbance. 


Long told the detectives that his 
home wa* in Frankfort. He left that 
place lu*t Tuesday to walk to Louis¬ 
ville. As <he was pacing Bagdad at 3 
o’clock Wednesday morning, he discov¬ 
ered three horses in a field near the 
railroad track, on which he was trav¬ 
eling. Having a bridle in his hand, 
which he had secured at his home, he 
decided that riding would In? easier 
than walking, and he had soon cap¬ 
tured an animal and was on his way to 
Louisville, arriving here yesterday 
morning. 

Although h* claimed thAt there was 
no truth in the statement*, the detec¬ 
tives learned last night that he had 
attempted to sell the horse on several 
occasions. One of 'these was when he 
was offered $45 for the animal by two 
negro coal drivers, Ed Green and Jeff 
Jackson. Later he attempted to dispose , 
of it to i livery stable on Em Market 
street, but the price offered was not 
satlafactory. He claimed that he wa* 
going to put the horse up for the night 
when inet by tlie officers. 

Long was arrested by Capt. Sullivan 
and Detective* Ross and Donahue two 
months ago. wffien he attempted to d s- 
pose of twenty cattle. W'hich, It wan 
learned, had been stolen, at the Bour¬ 
bon Stockyards. Long drove the cattle 
from Shelbyvlile and when he neared 
Louisville hired a negro to t.tk* them 
to the yards. He made several attempts 
to sell them and had almost succeeded 
in doing so, when the prospective buy¬ 
ers became suspicious and reported the 
matter to the detectives.

Just Released On Bond. 

An investigation resulted In hts arrest, 
and after much questioning. Long ad¬ 
mitted that he hid driven trie cattle 
from a field near Sbe!Tbyvl!)e. whU h 
he w as passing on hLs-way from Frank¬ 
fort to Louisville. Investigation dis¬ 
closed thit the cattle belonged to Dr. 
J. E. Godman. of that place, although 
they had not been rnisaed. Long was 
held to the grand jtiry on this charge 
under a bond of $1,000, which wa* fur¬ 
nished by hte uncle last Monday. 

The prisoner seems to have a mania 
for long walks, as each of his theft* 
has taken place while he wan walking 
from Frankfort, his hoime, to Louisville. 
He also has h mania for driving ani¬ 
mals out of a field and then admitting 
that they have been stolen, and on this 
account the detectives believe that he 
is mentally unsound. 

The owners of the stolen animal 
could nor be located in Bagdad last 
night, although It l* known that a 
horse was stolen from that locality last 
Wednesday.

The only reason one might 
suspedt that It Is not an American or 
an Englishman who Is writing Is the 
somewhat poetical expression. An 
American or Englishman would be 
more matter-of-fact, more prosaic. 

The reader who takes up this book 
expecting to And It a history of the 
manners and customs of the Japanese 
will be disappointed. It Is not that. It 
gives, however, the Japanese point of 
view—the point of view of the liberal- 
minded, educated native of Japan. Mr. 
Okakura resents the encroachments of 
Europe in Asia, but at the same time 
be welcomes certain things that an In¬ 
termingling of foreign nations has 
brought about.

It is supposed to be 
the cradle of the human race. We of 
the Aryan race had there our birth¬ 
place, From thence we derived our 
religion.

It 
fascinates and holds the Imagination 
with its splcndild ruins and vanished 
civilization. A book such as "The 
Hpnrt of the Orient" Is therefore not 
without interest to the American. The 
book opens with Constantinople. The 
author deplores the partial modernizing 
of tht H "Portal of the Orient." He bids 
“those who retain the memory of the 
Ottoman capital as It was tw'enty 
years since to keep that memory green 
and not destroy it by a visit to the city 
as it now exists." He jerrets the dis¬ 
appearance of the donkeys and the se¬ 
dan chairs and deprecates the appear¬ 
ance of smart victoria** and trarn cars. 
The complaint is probably a natural 
one—at least from the standjtoint of 
the traveler and the lover of the ar¬ 
tistic. 

From Constantinople the reader is 
carried into Georgia. Here Information 
is given of the daily life of the traveler, 
about the Russian custom officers, the 
Inspection of baggage, “trf* constant 
watching, the eternal espionage” of the 
officers of the Government, the Geor¬ 
gian hotels and the Monastery of 
GhilatL Then u short reference Is mad** 
to the rather Interesting history of 
Georgia. Mention is made of the great 
names connected with her past. Then 
the romantic history of Queen Tamara 
is entered into at some length. The au¬ 
thor declares her “to have been, indeed, 
the Tudor Queen of Georgia, with all 
the beauty of the unfortunate Stuart.”

Of the many contributions 
to the Civil War history It will take 
Its place among the beat for faithful- 
nee* In narrative and stirring advent¬ 
ure. It consl.sLs of two parts, the first 
constituting the personal memoirs of 
Gen. Adam R. Johnson, one of the 
most conspicuous partisan rangers of 
the Confederate army, artd the second, 
the personal narrative of officers and 
men associated with him In the service. 

A native of Kentucky, the author had 
some years before the war emigrated 
as a young man to Texas, and became 
a surveyor of vacant lands upon the 
western frontier of that State. The 
region w p as subject to bloody Incursions 
by the Comanche Indians, the most 
savage of all the tribe* with which the 
emigrants of the Southwest hod to con¬ 
tend. The opening chapters of the 
book detail the experience of Gen. 
Johnson In the Indian warfare, which 
proved a valuable school so well 
fitting him for the service in \yhich he 
later distinguished himself. In thrilling 
Interest it has all the romance of Coop¬ 
er’s novels and Washington living’s 
narrative* of Western adventure. In a 
style as simple and unaffected as it Is 
faithful in its details. 

While thus engaged the drama of the 
Civil War opened suddenly in the East 
and the author relinquished his pur¬ 
suits In Texaa and came to Kentucky 
to cast hi* fortunes wtth the South. 
He returned to Henderson, Ky., to find 
his father and two of his brothers en¬ 
listed in sympathy on the opposite side 
and the latter enrolled In the Union 
iirmy, two other of h»« brothers hav¬ 
ing already entered the Confederate 
army. Without delay Gen. Johnson at¬ 
tached himself to Gen. Forrest’s com 


Kentucky and organize another force 
for operation in tKat territory, although 
the authorities at Richmond had little 
hope of his success. Contrary to their 
expectations recruits flocked to him and 
before the close of summer he had four 
regiments fully organized and In the 
field of active service. Unfortunately 
w’hlle engaged In an important move¬ 
ment on the "Oth of August, 1864. In a 
preliminary skirmish with the enemy, 
by accident a ball from the musket of 
one of his own men penetrated his 
right eye. coming out through the 
left temple, by which his eyesight 
was destroyed find he was taken prison¬ 
er. He was confined in Fort. Warren 
until February. 1866. when he was ex¬ 
changed and sent to Richmond. Arriv¬ 
ed there he pleaded to be per¬ 
mitted to return to Kentucky and re¬ 
sume his service, confident In his abil¬ 
ity to recruit another force. At first 
his request was rejected, but so ear¬ 
nestly pressed that permission was 
finally granted and he was w r ell on his 
way to the scene of his former service 
In company with several tried officers 
when news of (Jen. Lee’s surrender 
reached him. Hearing that some of 
hih men were under arrest in Kentucky 
under charges of which only his testi¬ 
mony could relieve them, he proceed* d 
to Henderson, Ky., and secured their 
release. Here he was warmly received 
by citizens and soldiers of both sides 
in the war and urged to make his home 
there. He, however, return'd to Texas 
w’Kh hi* w*ife. who had joined him, and 
has since been a resident of that State 
in active business, first as farmer and 
stock-raiser on tlhe frontier, rendering 
good service at first In Us defence 
against the Indians, and later as a real 
estate agent. In Which he built up a 
valuable business, becoming a lurge 
property holder and the founder of a 
thrifty town. 

The volume. Illustrated with many 
portraits, has been w f ell prepared for 
the press by MaJ. W. J. Davis, who 
W’as Adjutant General of Gen. Morgan’s 
command and participated in many of 
lhe scenes described. Gen. Johnson in 
his preface announces hi** purpose to

It has been eight years or so since Miss 
Maude Adams first won the hearts of 
American playgoers by her portrayal of 
"Lady Babble," but not until last even¬ 
ing did Louisville get Its look at her In 
that role. Louisville people are generous 
and forgiving, however, bo they poured 
Into Mac&uiey’s and did homage to the 
actress Just a* If she hadn’t passed them 
by. But what else could any audience 
do in the presence of such fascination, 
such archness, such brightness? 

It would be a difficult task to discover 
how much of Babble Is art and how 
much 1s Miss Adams herself. It would be 
hard to figure out whether the charac¬ 
terization is art plus Miss Adams, or 
Miss Adams plus art. And so, wlrhout 
any effort at analysis, let It t>e said that 
J. M. Barrie’s heroine, ns presented by 
her. is a vivacious, mischievous, radiant 
little beauty, with a pretty, turned-up 
nose and a saucy air. who can tease with 
her eyes and love with her heart. She Is 
full of playful devilment, but the delicacy 
of the actress never allows her to seem 
the hoyden. This very feminine quality 
of her prankish ness is Its distinctive 
charm. 

But this Babble Is not ail mischief. She 
has a bit of fine sentiment In her make¬ 
up. and Miss Adams' manner of express¬ 
ing it la beautiful In Its tenderness. Sen¬ 
timental moments do not last long with 
her. however, for in a twinkle Bhe has 
changed her mood and her seriousness 
Is lost in a flash of gay raillery. Not in 
many a day has a more delectable pas¬ 
sage of girlish teasing been seen than 
that displayed by Mips Adams In the 
cottage of Nannie; not in many a day 
has a more appealing representation of 
pensivenese been witnessed than that 
shown by her in the churchyard after she 
has heard of the suffering her Interest 
In the minister has brought upon others. 
Babble Is In every way a winsome char¬ 
acter; as played by Miss Adams she Is 
Irresistible. 

The whole comedy teems with tho spirit 
and atmosphere of Scotland—the Thrums 
that Mr. Barrie has made a household 
word among readers of current fiction. 
Its story', a© aJI the wT>rld now knows, Is 
that o*f an escapade of Lady Barbara, 
who dons a gypsy’s garb, enters into a 
flirtation with the minister, gets him into 
trouble with his congregation and, at last, 
compelled by circumstances to reveal her 
Identity, brings everything to a happy 
finale. The play tells a simple tale, but It 
docs so with such genuine humor, such 
purity of sentiment and such striking 
gUmpsea of human nature that none could 
coll It a simple play. It is filled with 
characteristic Barrie touches. The session 
of the fp-ur church elders in the church¬ 
yard to discuss the minister’s love affairs 
and comment on his poetry Is one of 
these. It is delicious in Its humor, and 
luiA B-A-R-R-I-E written aii over It 
Miss Adams is admirably supported. Ar¬ 
thur Bryon is a manly, dignified and 
forceful Gavin D.shart; Joseph Francoeur 
an Rob Dow, a pugnacious and inebriate 
churchman, presents a fine character 
study, and the honored and revered Mrs. 
Jones. Charles Waloot. George Irving. 
William Henderson. Richard Pitman and 
Wallace Jackson and Margaret Gordon 
added greatly to The excellence of the per¬ 
formance. _

C. S. BALDWIN’S COMPLAINT. 


TOLD THAT NEGRO MESSENGER 
WOULD BE "JACKED UP." 


RUFUS BARNES A BANKRUPT. 


Complaint against one of the negro 
boys employed as a special delivery let¬ 
ter messenger at the local post-office 
was filed yesterday with James S. 
Steele, superintendent of delivery, by 
C. S. Baldwin, of 116 West Walnut 
street. Mr. Baldwin’s grievance grew 
out of the failure of the negro to deliver 
a letter to him Wednesday and leaving 
It Instead with Mary Butler, a negro 
woman who lives in the basement of 
the same house. WTien the letter, which 
was from his daughter in Kansas City, 
reached Mr. Baldwin, It had been open¬ 
ed. Mr. Baldwin said yesterday that 
all the satisfaction he got out of Mr. 
Steele was that the superintendent 
promised to find out which one of the 
negro boys was guilty and to give him 
a “jacking up.” 

Mr. Baldwin, who ls employed by the 
Louisville Water Company, rents a 
room from Mrs. A. Pool, who lives at 
116 West Walnut street, and he is In¬ 
dignant at the loose method® which al¬ 
lowed a letter to be opened and read 
before it reached him. He thinks that 
the offender should be punished by 
dismissal, and did not take In good part 
the apparent carelessness of the answer 
given him when he made his oomplaint. 

“The boy brought the letter around 
here, and Instead of coming to the front 
door and Inquiring if I lived here, came 
through an alley to the basement whe-e 
Che negro woman lives,” he said. “The 
address Is wrltetn plainly and there was 
no excuse for his giving it to the wom¬ 
an. She later ‘brought the letter to 
Mrs. Pool, telling her that the boy had 
told her to sign the receipt for the let¬ 
ter, and that she opened It before dis¬ 
covering that it was not for her. She 
also wild thAt she could not read, which 
makes her action in opening the letter 
peculiar. Fortunately for me, there 
was no money inclosed In the letter, 
but I was surprised, as I know how 
careful the letter-carriers are always 
to see that mall Is delivered properly 
and I should think that even more care 
would be taken with special delivery 
letters. 

“I made my kick, and was told that 
the boy would be jacked up, and that 
is all the satisfaction I got. I did not 
see Dr. T. H. Baker, but I presume 
the case was reported to him. 1 doubt 
whether I could institute a criminal 
prosecution against the negro, as he 
was guilty possibly of nothing more 
than negligence, but his conduct cer¬ 
tainly warrants dismissal. Mrs. Pool 
told me to-day that a post-office clerk 
was sent around here to investigate the 
case, but he seemed to be more Interest¬ 
ed in convincing her that there was 
nothing wrong than In finding evidence 
against the negro.” 

FILES BANKRUPTCY PETITION. 

Rufus Barnes, Contractor, Owes Over 

$ 10 , 000 . 

Rufus A. Barnes, a contractor, yes¬ 
terday filed a petition In voluntary 
bankruptcy, putting his debts at *16,- 
596.09, end hi? assets at *17.376.82. Of 
his total Indebtedness. *5.581.30 is secur¬ 
ed and of his assets he claims 31,650.20 
as exempt. About *9,000 of the assets 
scheduled will not be available to the 
creditors, being in insurance policies 
on the petitioner’s life.

INTRODUCTION.—After five lesson® 
concerning Elisha and the religtoua 
condition of his time, we shall study 
to-day the political condition In the 
southern kingdom In the year 884, ten 
years after the Incident at Dothan. Jo¬ 
rum ruled In Israel and Ahazlali In Ju¬ 
dah. the former grandson of Alptb. the 
latter grandson of Jehoshaphut. The 
two Kings maintained close relations, 
one of them visiting the other In sick¬ 
ness (II. Kings vMI„ 21h, and they en¬ 
tered Into a league offensive and de¬ 
fensive. Tills alliance was displeasing 
to the Lord, who determined to remove 
both of them, and sent a prophet to 
anoint Jehu, the general of the army, 
to succeed Jorum. Jehu, after gaining 
the support of his associates, entered 
with vigor upon his mission. He put 
to death both Joram and Ahazlah and 
ordered Jezebel, the woman who had 
long cursed Israel, to be cast from a 
window of the palace, to he devoured 
by dogs. Th© revolution thus accom¬ 
plished In a brief time removed from 
official station three persons who were 
obstacles to the cause of righteousness. 

DESTROYED (Verse 1).—Jehu 
reigned in Israel without a rival. But 
who shall succeed to the vacant throne 
of Judah? The conditions were favor¬ 
able for Intrigue. An ambitious woman, 
Athatlah. aspired to the place. The 
mother of Ahazlah. the daughter of 
Ahab, the half-sister of Joram, she had 
peculiar claims to position. The royal 
blood In her veins and the experiences 
at two capitals during the time of four 
Things awakened her thirst for power. 
Perhaps, although nothing In the In¬ 
spired record warrants the suspicion, 
she hoped to overthrow' Jehu, whom she 
must have regarded a usurper, annex 
Israel to Juduh and so avenge the 
death of the three, all of whonf were 
related to her. In the execution of her 
purpose she destroyed all the royal 
seed, so far as she could lay her hands 
upon them—her own grandchildren, 
most of them—removing In this way 
every obstacle to her elevation. Her 
lust for power extinguished her wom¬ 
anly and motherly Instincts and trans¬ 
formed her Into a monster, one of the 
most Infamous characters of history, 
prototype of the execrable Herod. 
(Matt. 111.. 16.1 

CONCEALED (Verses 2 and 3).— 
A tin Hub gained th© throne stained by 
the b(6od of the innocents, and she held 
It for six years. The succession In 
David’s line was thus broken for a 
brief time, but during all those years 
plans were perfecting for the restora¬ 
tion. In devising and executing those 
plans another woman was the chief 
actor, the sister of Ahazlah. and she 
was helped by her husband (II. Chron. 
xxll., ID. Jeholda, the high prleat, who 
afterward became conspicuously use¬ 
ful. One little fellow. Joash. was stolen 
from among the King’s sons and saved 
from th© general massacre. He was 
concealed with his nurse in one of the 
chambers of the temple (II. Chron. 
xxil.. 12), which became an asylum, the 
only place of safety In those troublous 
times (Psalm Ixxxlw. 3). Ttvi** wom¬ 
an’s love and ministerial fidelity were 
pledged for his keeping. No better 
place and no better care could have 
been furnished hi the kingdom. In 
quietude and secrecy let the years of 
Infancy pas# until Providence opens the 
door to new measures. 

DISCLOSED (Verse 4).— The begin¬ 
ning of the seventh year of hiding was 
deemed to be the opportune time for 
the completion of the purpose. Joash, 
as some have thought, may have reach¬ 
ed his twelfth year, the age at which u 
Jewish boy assumed the vows of a mnn, 
ns Jesus did when he went up to 
Jerusalem (Luke H„ 42). If bo, he 
might no longer be kept In tutelage -he 
was entitled to receive his Inherited 
rights, and to enter Into, his official 
station. The high priest, ns was hi# 
duty, took the initiative, calling a coun¬ 
cil of men of high rank and much in- } 
fluence In the Government, "the rulers 
over hundreds and the Captains of the 
guard." The mode tff forming this as- 
sembly Is stated In another place (II. 
Chron. xxiil., 1-2). The officials. Who 
from early time had managed affairs, 
were to be taken Into the plans for in¬ 
stalling the rightful sovereign. How 
much they had known of the concealed 
boy Is not related. It would hav# been 
Imprudent and unnecessary to let many 
Into the secret. The narrative appears 
to Indicate that when the men were to¬ 
gether Jeholda produced the boy for the 
first time, and he secured front all who 
had assembled a solemn agreement 
that they would act together In the 
child’s behalf. 

INSTRUCTED (Verses 5-81-Jeholda 
had arranged In his own mind all the 
details for the crowning of the young 
King. He assumed the place of master 
of ceremonies, using his high office to 
secure obedience to his will, anil pro¬ 
ceeded to give Instructions^ The Sab¬ 
bath hod been chosen for the event. 
As that was the day of public con¬ 
course the gathering together of the 
people would not be noticed by any 
who might oppose the measure; and. 
a# all come unarmed there would be 
no opposition by force. To guard 
against any accident or any uprising, 
and to make sure that no Improper 
person® were admitted with evil de¬ 
signs. and especially to secure the ab¬ 
solute safety of the child, the force# 


were divided Into companies and sta¬ 
tioned at suitable places w'here they 
might be ready at a moment’s notice 
to serve the purpose of the high priest. 
This disposition of the guard, com¬ 
posed of those who ordinarily render¬ 
ed such service, w’ould attract no at¬ 
tention and arouse no suspicion. Je¬ 
holda did all with great wisdom, and 
all looked to him for the result. 

OBEYED (Verses 9-11).—It Is quite 
significant that no one attemped to 
thw'art the purpose of Jeholda. It is 
possible that the people had disap¬ 
proved the course of AtJiallah In reach¬ 
ing the throne, that they submitted on¬ 
ly because no one led an opposition# 
that those who were In a position to 
oppose were quietly waiting for the 
working out of plan# that had been 
laid, it is probable that the okl spirit 
of loyalty to David would revive when 
it became known that a lineal descend¬ 
ant. secreted for years, had been pro¬ 
duced by their chief religious leader, 
and that they W'ould quickly respond 
to what he might propose. It Is to th# 
credit of all concerned that after mak¬ 
ing agreement they kept It. Retiring 
to the places assigned they acted their 
several parts. Moreover. Jeholda pro. 
vided the guard with the spears and 
shields whidh David had laid up. 
Josephus explains that there wn# an 
arsenal In the temple Itself where were 
kept various Implements to be used 
In case of necessity, (Antlq. lib. lx, 
chapter vli). never employed to better 
purpose than on this occasion. So the 
day wore on, armed men guarding the 
house of the I»rd. 

CROWNED (Verse 12).— At th# 
proper time Jeholdla brought forth ith# 
(prospective King, who passed from his 
secret chnmJber into the temple court. 
A procession wa» doubtless formed, and 
his following was In tihe dignity and 
splendor due to hi# station. The im¬ 
agination may easily picture the scene. 
There were four pants of the ceremony. 
First, the crown was placed upon th# 
head, a diarlem or golden band, the 
general visible designation of royalty, 
used In all countries from remote an¬ 
tiquity (Lev. vMi., 9), a symbol of 
headship or authority. Next there w'a# 
delivered Into hi# hu.ndte the testimony, 
the book of the low, written on a roll 
of vellum, containing th# statute# by 
which the people were to be governed 
and wdth which all ruler# should be fa¬ 
miliar. (Josh, i., 8.) Then the holy oil 
wa# poured upon his head, signifying 
the blessing of the Almighty, a prep¬ 
aration esteemed to be necessary for 
such a high office. And finally, the 
people gave their approval by clapping 
their hand*; and crying: "God save the 
King." (I. Sam. x. # 24.) All pa«ped off 
regularly. The divine anointing and the 
popuJar approval added to the right of 
descent. Joash was King. 

SLAJN (Verses 13-16).—The popular 
rejoicing described more fuliy else¬ 
where (II. Chron. xxiil.. 12) came to the 
ears of AthaMah. the murderess, who 
hal ©xencieed authority by blood. Rush¬ 
ing Ip to the temple, she rent her clothes 
in her distress, as sho saw the newdy 
crowned King, and shouted: ’’Troasonv 
Treason." It was a vain effort to assert 
and protect her sovereignty gained by 
robbing others. The daughter of Ahab 
found herself suddenly dispossessed of 
power. No one was so mean as to 
tefpouse her cause. “Haw her forth," 
shouted. Jeholda. She won on Intrusion 
In the holy place, as she had been for 
alx year# an intrusion in the palace. 
And then the order aanra to kill any 
w ho might follow' her—to moke a clean 
sweep or this wicked pretense at royal¬ 
ly and all who hod sympathy with It. 
Thrust out of the temple and along 
the way ordinarily taken by the horses, 
a kind of by-path, seldom (trodden by 
human feet, she passed toward th© 
I mi ace from which she came, but which 
she never reached. In the way she was 
slain, and no one know's what became 
of her body. The pretender dethroned, 
t ho seed of David, according to promise, 
w as in the place of power. (Gen. xllx., 
10 .) 

CONCLUSION.—God reigns In human 
history. (R#v. xlx., 1). It is not true 
that events occur through a process of 
evolution^ the later unfolding from the 
earlier. He suffers men to work out 
their designs, some of them good and 
some bad, and their doing# run on 
through a serie# of years. And then He 
thrusts In HI* power to overturn what 
Is contrary to His will and to advance 
what will servo His purpose, and m> to 
accomplish what no human wisdom 
could have conceived, what no human 
power could have executed, what no 
blind forces working in nature and no 
combined forces working In hunvan so¬ 
ciety could have attained. In the after 
ages men see why AthaUah was suffer¬ 
ed to rule for a while that a little child 
might be carefully nurtured to do a 
great work, otherwise impossible. In ad¬ 
vancing the kingdom of Ood. Supernat¬ 
ural history reveals the hand of th# In¬ 
finite Father who through all centuries 
and all kingdoms employs tho forces 
that best suit His far-reaching design*. 
There may be delay and temporary 
wrong, but there Is always a steady 
forward movement ending lit ultimate 
right. The boy King, saved from death, 
kept In the temple, was God 4 # Instru¬ 
ment in preparation.

Yet Found or Suicide's 
Body In Canal. 


HAT AND BUNDLE RECOVERED, 


BUT LIFE SAVERS FAIL TO LO 
CATE CORPSE. 


VAIN ATTEMPT TO IDENTIFY. 


A much-worn derby hat and a neat 
bundle of machinist’s •’waste** are the 
sole discovered relics of the man who 
Is believed to have committed suicide 
by drowning himself In the canal at 
the foot of Twenty-second street at 
8 oVlock yesterday morning. Though 
the water at that place is less than 
three feet deep, the life-savers were 
unable to And the body 

“I saw the man go under.” said Tracy 
Glrdler. superintendent of the Union 
Ume and Cement Company, yesterday 
afternoon, ’’and 1 stayed right there 
for fifteen minute?, so I know that he 
did not come up again My attention 
■was flret attracted to him by William 
Sowder. At that time he was paddling 
around In the water, and we could not 
tell wha't he was doing. Then he went 
tinder. As soon an he di-appeared I ran 
down to the wall, but he never ap¬ 
peared again. I got one of my men to 
try to get him out, but the water was 
so cold that my man could not stay In. 
With the water as cold as It was. it 
would have been impossible for th* man 
to have gotten up the bank if he had 
wanted to, and I am positive that he 
Is in the canal.” 

• • • 

Idfe-Savers Worked Three Hours. 

CApt. Devan and his crew of life- 
savers went to the scene yesterday 
morning and worked for three hours. 
They dragged *Lhe brrttom for a hundred 
feet in every* direction from the place 
•where the man disappeared. The water 
was quiet and there was no current ex¬ 
cept a slight and indistinguishable 
movement caused by the piddle-gates 
at the l-ocks. a mile below. Capt. De¬ 
van said that the body could not have 
been moved by the current, and he was 
of the opinion that the search made 
by his men was complete. 

The bundle of ’’waste” appeared on 
the surface of the water half an hour 
after Mt. Glrdler saw the man disap¬ 
pear. It was neatly wrapped and tied 
with a string, but contained nothing 
but waste. The life-savers examined 
it and then threw it back into the 
wa ter . 

William Clark, a Government em¬ 
ploye. was passing In a flat boat shortly 
after the drowning and found a black 
derby hat floating on the water. He 
picked It up. examined it carefully to 
•ee If there were any marks, but found 
^hat even the name of the dealer by 
whom ft was sold had be^n erased by 
constant wear. He then gave the hat 
to a negro. 

"It Is not common for a man to 
lump into the canal, but 1 think he 
ought to have waited until there was 
a little more water/* said Mr. Clark 
yesterday afternoon. ”In the channel 
at Ninth street there is only two feet 
and five inches of water, and 1 don't 
see how a man could easily drown him¬ 
self In the canal. It !.« certain if b*' 
had wanted to get out he could have 
done It easily enough. Seems pretty 
funny that they can't find the body In 
that little bit of water. It looks like it 
could be caught In the drag If it is 
there.” 

* • • 

Effort At Identification Fails. 


The police have been unable to get 
any clew to the man's Identity. A man 
supposed to have been the same per¬ 
son was *een approaching the canal 
abortly brfore 8 o’clock. He was dressed 
as n laboring man anil carried a bundle 
under his urtn. which Is supposed to 
have been the waste. There was noth¬ 
ing about hls appearance to attract 
spc'dial attention. He had a short gray 
beard and mustache, and Mr. Glrdler 
say» rhart hls head was partly bald. 

The life-savers have given up the 
case, no one In Fhlppingport or In 
Portland is giving much attention to 
It and It Is expected that the mystery 
of the man who drowned himself in 
so little water will not be solved until, 
probably after forty-eight hours, his 
body comes to the surface. 


No Transfer Recorded. 

For the first time In sixteen years

First—Continuance—Discretion of Court. 
—Where it is shown that a suit was filed 
November 13, 1902. placed on the trial 
docket April, IDuG. and on November 13 
set for trial on November 17 and tried 
November 18. 19UG, which was Wednesday. 
Chat appellants' attorney was a been t from 
the city on Monday and part of Tuesday, 
but was present at the trial, and that all 
the witnesses for whom subpoenas were 
Issued were present, except Mrs. Kis¬ 
singer. and the affidavit of what she 
would prove was read to the Jury, there 
was no a2>u*e of the discretion of the 
trial <©urt In refusing a continuance. 

Second—Attorney — Improper Language 
to the Jury.—The following language 
of plaintiff’s attorney to the Jury was 
objected to: “Why are not the K la¬ 
st tigers, father and son. who live next 
door to the plaintiff, and in front of whose 
house this woman fell, not here at the 
trkil? Why Is the Superintendent of 
Public Works not here at ths trial? Can 
the City Solicitor answer why he has not 
had thee** people here to testify In this 
case? Why? Because he knows if they 
were her** they could not help testifying 
that this large ;tnd dangerous hole was 
In the side walk." Whilst the language *f 
the attorney was not strictly warranted 
by any evidence In the case it In wholly 
improbable that a Jury would have at¬ 
tached any importance to such remarks 
and It furnishes no sufficient ground for 
a reversal. 

Third. Newly discovered evidence that 
Is merely cumulative and which could 
have been secured by reasonable dili¬ 
gence, Is not sufficient to authorize a 
new trial 

Fourth—Admonition to Jury—’’Hopeless¬ 
ly Hung.’’—Th** following admonition 
gi\en by the court to the Jury when 
about to hang, was complained of, vis.: 
*’I am informed by the Sher.ff that you 
express an opinion Mutt you cannot agree 
on a verdict. I want to call your atten¬ 
tion to the fact that an issue suen ns 
this. In this case, is to t»c determined by 
some Jury, that Is the only way provided 
by the laws of Kentucky that such an 
Issue can be decided. So. If you gentle¬ 
men fall to decide It some other jury 
must her. after do It. You kn. w that n-ry 
trial of a case of this kind involves ex¬ 
pense and loss of time to the part.es and 
to the Comon wealth. eo that it is impor¬ 
tant that you should reach « verdict If 
you can properly. I don't ask any mem¬ 
ber of the Jury to sacrifice his conscience 
or Judgment, but 1 do urge you to do all 
you can to reach a verdict without any 
violation of your Judgment or conscience. 
I o«k you to put aside all considerations 
except those of trying to arrive at the 
truth and right of the matter, without 
any private opinion or uny like Influenc¬ 
ing the jury at aM, but to fully realize 
your position a* Jurors, and. having In 
view* the rights of the parties and tnelr 
Interests and that of the Commonweshh. 
muk«- cverj* effort that you iniu with¬ 
in tho limits I have mentioned to 
reach a verdict, f will ask you In the 
light of what f have said to you to again 
consider the case and see if you can 
reach a verdict properly. I don’t mean 
to ottempt to try to force the Jurv tu do 
It. or to try to force a verdict by keeping 
you together at Inconvenience to your¬ 
selves If you find you cannot, after a 
fair consideration, reach a verdict then 
you Will be discharged from tin* consid¬ 
eration of the cage. In my opln.on that 
I* the only kind of verdict that should 
be reached, and I have never attempted, 
and don’t attempt now, to use any coer¬ 
cive methods with the Jury; but 1 put to 
you the Importance of trying to reach a 
vertfut. If you cannot avree let m** know 
and I will discharge you from the further 
consideration of the ca.^e.” Even If it be 
true*, as appellant alleges, th-ui up to the 
time of this admonition to the Jury that 
it was ‘’hopelessly hung,” we cannot find 
anything in the statement that Is objec- 
Honsbie. 

Fifth—The follow’ng admonition given 
by the court to the Jury at the time of 
th< reading of the uffirtavlt for a continu¬ 
ance. Is complained of. v *.: ’’Gentlemen 
of th* Jury, the defendant city wanted a 
continuance of the trial because of the 
absence of a witness. Under the law he 
was allowed to go Into the trial with the 
privilege of reading that written state¬ 
ment of what the witness would say if 
here. It Isn’t taken as true, but simply 
Is a statement of what the witness would 
tonify if present. The Jury Is to give 
that the same weight and consideration 
it will the test’mony of oth» r witnesses, 
believe It or not as you please. It is the 
deposition as to what she would say if 
she wan here, but tt Is not to be taken 
as true: the Jury will believe it or not 
as the testimony of any other wirnesM.” 
Held—Under our system at Instructing 
Juries they should l»e left to weigh the 
evidence and draw their own conclusions, 
and w^ are Inclined to think the language 
w'us objectionable, but not sufficiently so 
to reverse the case. 

Nor tk> we think the explanation of the 
Instructions given to the Jury, In response 
to a request of one of th%* Jurors. Is 
ground for complaint.

ASSISTANT CITY ATTORNEY 


SEES IN DAMAGE SUITS A SUF¬ 
FICIENT REASON. 


MAKES STRONG STATEMENT. 


"Louisville Is no longer a town, but 
Is a city, and we should work now wdth 
the Idea In view that the city will grow 
much more In the coming ten years 
than It has in the past ten. 1 am for 
the bond issue to construct nesv streets 
and sewers, because I believe that this 
Is the only practicable way to get the 
sewers, and I have not lost confidence 
In my fellow-man, even though he is a 
Democrat.” 

Judge N. R. Peckinpaugh. Assistant 
City Attorney, and one of the leading 
Republicans in Louisville, yesterday 
gave hls reasons for favoring the i^s-Je 
of $3,500,000 of city bonds for s?wer and 
street construction, and told why he 
will vote yes on the question next Tues¬ 
day. He has all along been, in favor of 
the bonds, and yesterday gave a num¬ 
ber of good reasons why the sewers 
should fie constructed and by the Issu¬ 
ance of bonds. The stand he has taken 
Is appreciated when It is known that 
he is u close associate of Henry L. 
Slone, the City Attorney, who Is one 
of the strongest opponents of the bonds. 
Judge Peckinpaugh has made a close 
study of the question concerning the 
bonds, and lias arrived at hls conclu¬ 
sion only after careful consideration of 
all the phases of the question. 

• • • 

Need Is Apparent. 

“The first thing we must face is the 
need of sewers.” he said. ”The trouble 
all along with the city of Louisville 
Is that It builds for the present and 
does not consider to-morrow. That was 
the trouble twenty years ago. when the 
present main sewers were constructed. 
The people who built them did well, 
made good sewers and they are serving 
their purpose admirably, but the men 
who built them forgot that Louisville 
was a growing city and would soon be a 
great one. The original Idea seems to 
haw been that Louisville would always 
remain small. That is the Idea nbtv 
of those who are opposing the sewers. 
The sewers which should be construct¬ 
ed now w ould be used for many years 
to come and would cover the grow th of 
the city for the next twenty year*. 

“Progress is to be marked by con¬ 
ditions which meet the demands, and 
for that reason 1 ant for the bonds. 
The sewers repre»MU progress, and l 
am always for any advance in the con¬ 
dition of the city. The need of s?wera 
Is no great that It w|ll not be denied 
that the present main sewers are Inade¬ 
quate. In the City Attorney's office 
we know hnw r much the city loses each 
year by reason of defective drainage. 
We have suits piled up on \& every 
year, and the basis of these suits Is 
damage to property by reason of Im¬ 
proper drainage. The city Is simply 
throwing this money away, and it is a. 
drain on the resources which can only 
be stopp d by sewers. 

• • « 

Main Sewer* Inadequate. 


“The city has plenty of cross-sewers, 
but the mam sewers are entirely made, 
quate, and they are now carrying much 
more water than they should; In fact, 
they cannot carry the water when a 
rain falls and In many places the sew¬ 
er caps are forced off. flooding the 
street, yards and surrounding property 
and doing damage which the city 
must pay. 

“Now ns to how to get the sewers 
which we need. In my opinion the only 
way this can be done is by an issue of 
bonds and the expenditure of large 
sums of money. Small sums expended 
year by year will not serve the purpose. 
It will mean endless delay and will 
not relieve the present necessity. It will 
mean additional taxation, too. 

“Every Improvement In the munici¬ 
pality; every expenditure of money 
must be trusted to some one. That Is 
Inevitable, and I have not lost confi¬ 
dence In my fellow-man to the extent 
that I believe all of them will steal. I 
am willing to trust the expenditure of 
even this large sum of money to the 
city officials us now constituted, al¬ 
though I am free to say that I might 
prefer to select my own man for the 
Job. Because I cannot have the man I 
want to spend the money Is no reason 
for tne sitting down and opposing pro¬ 
gress when the vital need?* of the city 
are concerned. I will vote for the bonds, 
and I sincerely hope they will be car¬ 
ried."
